For Indoor Seed Boxes, Sunlight May Be Supplemented by Lamps to Grov 
Vigorous Seedlings. 


Light is a limiting factor affecting 
the growth of plants indoors; but 
recent experiments have shown how 
artificial light can be used alone or 
to supplement whatever sunlight 
may be available. 
Tulips 
were 
flowered 
in 
dark 
rooms, lighted solely by incandes­ 
cent lamps giving 50 foot candles of 
light for 12 hours each day. Expey- 
ments conducted in Canada and Hol­ 
land gave approximately similar re­ 
sults. The foliage of the tulips was 
a healthy green and the flowers of 
normal color. 
For the amateur, who has a pho­ 
tographic light meter, it wili be easy 
to test the light from his best win­ 
dow, and to determine the supple­ 
mentary light which he should sup- j 
ply artificially, to insure vigorous 
growth. 
To measure the light that falls on 
the spot where you plan to set a 
seed-box, or plant, lay down two 
sheets of white letter paper, one on 
top of the other. Hold a Weston mas­ 
ter light meter six inches above the 
paper, being careful not to cast a 
shadow. Mupltiply the meter read­ 
ing by four and you will have ap­ 
proximately the foot-candles of light 
, available to your plants.

If daylight provides less than 5( 
foot-candles for 12 hours a day, ther 
arrange an ordinary electric light tc 
make up the deficit. Remember not 
to place the lamp so near the box 
or plant as to raise the temperature 
unduly. Fluorescent light of equiv­ 
alent brightness may be used. To 
produce vigorous plants the light 
must reach an intensity of 50-foot 
candles, and lower intensity even 
applied 
for longer intervals will 
probably weaken the growth 
Sunny south windows will usually 
provide adequate light for indoor 
seed boxes, but since it comes from 
one direction it usually causes the 
seedling plants to incline toward 
the light. A large white card-board 
placed behind the seed-box to reflect 
the sun-light will prevent this bend­ 
ing, and make it unnecessary to turn 
the box around every day, in order 
to make the plants grow straight. 
When seeds are started in the 
home, as soon as sprouts emerge 
from the soil, the seed box should 
be placed where they will get ade­ 
quate light. 
Even a day's delay may result in 
the plants growing tall and “ spind­ 
ly,” bending toward whatever light 
may reach them, seeking for more.

He was 68. 
Street, manager of the St. Louis 
Cardinals in the early 1930s, had 
been in a weakened condition since 
an operation last summer. 
Mrs. Street was at his bedside 
when he died at 5:55 a. m. (C S T ). 


CHARLES EVARD “GABBY” 
STREET 


Born: Sept. 30. 1883. in Hunts­ 
ville, Alabama 


Died: Feb. 6, 1951, in Joplin. Mo. 


Gabby Street, known to millions 
as “ The O F Sargeant,” was a vet­ 
eran of 59 years of major and 
minor league baseball. 
He was 
particularly well qualified for his 
job as a baseball announcer with 
Harry Caray on the St. Louis C ar­ 
dinal games over the Griesedieck 
Bros. Baseball Network which in 
1950 numbered 97 stations in 10 
States. 
G abby’s career has run 
the gamut of the sport. 
He had been everything in base­ 
ball . . . major and minor league 
player, major and minor league 
manager, and was widely known 
through his broadcasting, over the 
last ten 
years, of the 
Cardinal 
games, sponsored by the G riese­ 
dieck Bros. Brew ery Co. of St. 
Louis. 


High spot in his career, accord­ 
ing to his own careful estimation, 
was managership of the St. Louis 
Cardinals when 
they won 
the 
W orld Series by a 4-7 margin in 
1931. 
Gabby managed 
both the 
St. 
Louis major league teams. 
The 
Cardinals in 1930-31-32 and 33. 
and the Browns in 1938. 
He was 
one of four men in the entire his­ 
tory of baseball who has managed 
teams of both leagues in the same 
city. 
The others who share his 
record are Branch Rickey, Jim m ie 
Burke, and Rogtr Hornsby; and. 
oddly enough, all of them manag­ 
ed the Cardinals and the Browns. 
Perhaps the most colorful inci­ 
dent in G abby’s long and versatile 
career was his famous “ catch” in 
August, 1908, of the ball dropped 
from the observation windows of 
the Washington Monument. 
He 
caught the 13th of the balls drop­ 
ped from a height of 555 feet, and 
estimates that it 
was travelling 
at a speed of 280 miles an hour 
when it hit his glove. 
The im ­ 
pact, according to observers, made 


in Gabby’s 
attractive old 
West 


Jop lin home. 
The “ Grand Old M an of Base­ 
ball” whose pungent observations, 
and rapid analyses of playing sit­ 
uations. were known by millions, 
had been a partner in the famous 
H arry Carav-Gabby 
Street C ar­ 
dinal baseball broadcasts for the 
past 6 years. 
He started his ca­ 
reer, though, as a minor league 
catcher. 
In 1900. Gabby went to work 
as a catcher in the then semi-pro 
club of Jackson. Tennessee. 
His 
playing took him through a long 
series of minor league organiza­ 
tions after that. 
In 1913, he went 
to the New York Yankees. 
In 1918, like most of the eligi­ 
ble young men of his generation, 
Gabby spent a year or so with the 
U. S. Arm y. 
He was w'ounded at 
St. Mehiel, and proudly displays 
a purple heart, 
awarded 
for a 
painful, but fortunately non-crip­ 
pling machine-gun bullet 
w hich! 
he took in the leg.
